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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MONUMENT. 

Your  Committee,  having  performed  their  duties  according  to 
their  best  judgment,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : — 

Having  taken  into  consideration  the  best  means  to  carry  out 
the  wishes  of  the  public,  they  decided  that  the  monument 
should  be  of  marble,  from  the  following  considerations : 
A  granite  monument,  at  the  same  cost,  would  be  very  little 
larger,  if  any,  than  a  marble  one  ;  and  a  plain  granite  shaft 
without  any  design  or  artistic  finish,  of  that  dimension,  would 
be  insignificant  in  comparison  with  a  marble  one,  on  which 
purity  of  design  and  beanty'of  workmanship  could  be  displayed  ; 
and  thus  cany  down  to  future  generations  a  beautiful  memento 
of  respect,  bearing  the  names  of  the  brave  men  who  nobly 
gave  their  lives  in  defence  of  the  Union. 

Your  Committee,  having  obtained  drafts  of  the  best  designs 
from  the  different  marble  workers  of , this,  and  other  States,  sub- 
mitted the  design  chosen  to  contractors  for  proposals.  L.  D.  & 
C.  H.  Day,  of  Bristol,  being  the  lowest  bidders,  the  contract  was 
given  to  them,  and  we  consider  that  they  have  fulfilled  it  honor- 
ably and  to  the  entire  satisfactionof  3'our  Committee. 

The  cost  of  manufacture,  setting  up  and  foundation  for  the 
same,  the  lot  in  the  cemetery,  grading  and  preparing  the 
ground,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $999.25  ;  for  all  of  which  your 
Committee  hold  the  vouchers  ;  except  the  deed  for  the  lot  in  the 
cemetery,  which  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  town  clerk. 
*  Your  Committee  are  fully  aware  of  the  delicacy  of  their  posi- 
tion. It  is  no  easy  matter  to  meet  the  expectation  and  taste 
of  every  one  who  may  inspect  the  monument,  but  they  feel  con- 
fident that  for  beauty  of  design  and  workmanship  it  cannot  be 
equalled  in  New  Hampshire,  at  the  same  cost.  They  have 
neglected  no  opportunity  to  inform  themselves,  and  spared 
'no  labor  to  give  the  best  satisfaction  possible.  The  monument 
will  be  dedicated  on  next  Decoration  Day,  at  which  time  the 
12th  N.  H.  Regiment  will   hold  its   annual  re-union  at  Bristol.

The  Superintending  School  Committee  of  the  town  of  Bris- 
tol, for  the  past  year,  present  the  following  report : — 

Notwithstanding  the  many  difficulties  that  have  stood  in  the 
way  of  progress  in  our  schools,  we  think  the  past  year  has  been 
one  of  at  least  average  prosperity.  The  teachers  employed 
have  been,  generally,  very  efficient,  and  have  labored  hard  and 
successfully  to  maintain  good  discipline,  and  secure  a  thorough 
understanding  of  their  studies  by  the  scholars. 

During  the  summer  term,  the  attendance  in  nearly  all  the 
schools  was  much  affected  by  sickness,  the  measles  breaking  out 
among  the  scholars.  The  number  in  the  graded  schools  was  so 
reduced,  that  it  was  thought  best  not  to  try  to  have  a  general 
examination,  as  it  would  not  do  justice  to  either  teachers  or 
scholars. 

The  Committee,  owing  to  the  hard  times  and  the  objections 
of  many  to  too  frequent  changes,  have  not  deemed  it  best  to 
introduce  many  new  books.  We  have  selected  but  one, 
Warren's  Physical  Geography,  for  the  High  School.  We  are 
firmly  of  the  opinion  however,  that  some  changes  ought  to  be 
made  during  the  coming  year.  The  demand  for  a  new  series  of 
reading  books  is  imperative.     We  need  not  expect  good  readers 
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or  speakers,  until  a  change  is  made  in  this  direction,  and  a 
more  practical  series  introduced.  Zoology,  Physiology,  Geolo- 
g3r,  Botany,  &c,  &c.  can  be  successfully  studied  only  by 
applying  one's  self  to  them,  and  not  by  occasionally  reading 
brief  paragraphs  in  regard  to  them,  scattered  promiscuously 
through  the  pages  of  one  or  two  small  books  designed  only  for 
readers.  Our  reading  books  ought  to  contain  a  large  portion 
of  pieces  selected  both  from  prose  and  poetry,  adapted  to  elo- 
cutionary training,  rather  than  a  string  of  names  that  none 
but  a  scientist  can  understand,  unless  care  is  taken  to  look 
up  the  definition  of  every  new  word  ;  a  task  that  scholars  are 
not  often  disposed  to  perform.  The  committee  have  considered 
favorably  two  new  series,  Monroe's  and  the  Franklin  Readers  ; 
either  one  of  which  is  far  superior  to  the  one  now  in  use. 

Many  towns  are  returning  to  the  "town  system,"  so  called, 
which  consists  in  substance  of  electing  a  board  of  education 
for  the  whole  town,  and  doing  away  with  the  district  system 
altogether.  We  have  no  doubt  that  it  would  be  much  better 
for  our  schools,  could  this  plan  be  adopted  ;  yet  we  think  it 
would  be  attended  with  somewhat  increased  expense,  and  do 
not  urge  the  matter  at  the  present  time.  We  would  advise, 
however,  some  such  measure  for  the  district  having  the  graded 
schools.  There  is  no  occasion  for  two  committees  here,  as 
there  is  in  outside  districts.  We  would  recommend  to  the  fa- 
vorable consideration  of  those  interested  in  the  Union  School 
District,  a  plan  like  the  following:  Let  there  be  a  Board  of 
Education,  to  have  the  entire  control  and  management  of  the 
graded  schools,  consisting  of  three  members,  chosen  by  the 
district ;  one  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and 
one  for  three  years.  Then,  let  one  be  chosen  annually  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  as  the  time  of  each  shall  expire.  This 
plan  would  prevent  too  freqnent  changes  in  the  administration 
of  our  school  affairs.  The  board  would  be  permanent,  and 
could  lay  plans  for  future  usefulness  that  cannot  now  be  accom- 
plished. This  measure  is  not  suggested  in  opposition  to  the 
prudential  committee,  or  with  any  desire  to  usurp  their  author- 
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ity.  On  the  contrary,  we  are  assured  that  it  meets  with  their 
hearty  approval.  There  is  at  present  a  strong  feeling  that 
there  ought  to  be  a  reduction  of  our  town  expenses.  Whatever 
is  done  in  this  direction,  we  hope  our  schools  will  not  be  crip- 
pled by  a  lack  of  pecuniary  support.  Every  one  knows  that  the 
high  standard  of  popular  education  in  the  United  States  and 
our  great  prosperity  as  a  nation,  is  the  outgrowth  of  our  system 
of  common  schools.  Let  us  make  no  backward  steps  in  this 
matter.  Let  us  not  practice  a  false  economy,  by  striking  at 
the  foundation  of  our  educational  system. 

Your  Committee  would  take  this  opportunity  to  urge  upon 
teachers  the  necessity  for  the  most  thorough  preparation  for 
their  work.  One  or  two  branches,  we  think,  ought  to  have  par- 
ticular attention,  reading  and  writing.  Our  seminaries  and 
normal  schools  have  failed  to  give  these  branches  the  prominence 
that  they  deserve.  It  is  much  easier  to  find  one  who  can  teach 
arithmetic  or  grammer,  than  reading  and  writing. 

The  people  have  generally  interested  themselves  in  the  schools, 
yet  there  are  numerous  cases  in  which  parents  have  allowed 
their  children  to  be  tardy,  or  to  stay  away  altogether.  Some 
have  been  taken  from  school  one,  two  and  three  weeks  before 
the  close  of  the  term,  thus  depriving  them  of  the  reviews,  and 
preventing  the  teacher  from  receiving  the  credit  due  her  at  the 
examination.  The  highest  success  and  the  greatest  prosperity 
can  only  be  achieved  when  the  people  take  an  active  interest, 
in  the  schools,  and  give  them  the  liberal  support  the  greatness 
of  the  cause  demands. 

District  No.  1. 
The  summer  term,  of  10  weeks,  was  taught  by  Lizzie  S. 
Moiigan.  During  this  term  there  were  in  attendance  15  schol- 
ars ;  9  girls  and  6  boys,  some  of  them  from  the  town  of  Hill. 
Owing  to  the  difference  in  their  ages,  the  teacher  was  obliged  to 
form  more  classes  than  would  ordinarily  be  considered  for  the 
highest  good  of  the  school ;  yet  it  was  well  kept,  and  the  prog- 
ress made  by  the  scholars  very  satisfactory.  The  order  was 
excellent.     The  teacher  says  "this  term  of  school  has  proved  a 
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very  pleasant  one  to  ine.  The  deportment  of  the  scholars  has 
been  worthy  'of  recommendation.  The  parents  have  exhibited 
much  interest  in  the  school,  both  by  visiting  it  and  by  sending 
their  children  qnite  constantly." 

The  second  term,  of  8  weeks,  was  taught  by  Martha  F. 
Emmons.  From  a  thorough  examination  of  this  school,  at  the 
close  of  the  term,  the  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  time  of 
the  scholars  was  well  spent,  and  that  the  teacher  had  done  her 
duty   well.     Whole  number  of   scholars  11  ;  boys.  G  ;  girls,  5. 

The  registers  of  the  teachers  were  well  kept.  G-.  M.  Woos- 
ter,  Prudential  Committee. 

District  No.  "2. — See  Graded  School. 
District  No.  3. 

The  first  term,  of  eight  weeks,  was  taught  by  Martha  F. 
Emmons.  At  the  first  visit  of  the  Committee  to  this' school  it 
was  obvious  that  several  of  the  scholars  had  formed  bad  habits 
in  reading  and  reciting.  Some  would  not  speak  loud  enough 
to  be  understood,  and  others  drawled  out  the  words  badly. 
The  teacher  succeeded  in  a  measure  in  breaking  them  up,  but 
found  it  rather  a  difficult  task.  The  second  term  was  commenced 
by  Tdella  Kirk,  who  soon  after  was  taken  sick  and  was  unable 
to  continue  the  school.  Ella  J.  George,  from  the  high  school, 
took  her  place  and,  though  this  was  her  first  term,  succeeded 
well,  considering  the  difficulties  she  had  to  encounter.  We 
have  no  doubt  that  with  experience  she  will  make  a  good  teacher. 

There  were  9  scholars  each  term.  Otis  Damon,  Prudential 
Committee. 

District  No.  4. 

The  first  term,  of  7  weeks,  was  taught  by  Mary  O.  Taylor, 
of  Sanbornton  ;  and  the  second  of  61  weeks  by  Cinda  W.  Heath, 
of  Bristol.  There  being  but  4  scholars  the  first  term,  and  3 
the  second,  the  teachers  had  but  little  opportunity  for  showing 
their  aptness  for  teaching.  The  scholars  appeared  very  well 
and  made  good  progress  in  their  studies. 

We  think  it  would  be  much  better  could  this  school  be  unit- 
ed with  District  No.  3,  and  the  joint  funds  used  for  the  benefit 
of  both.     Hiram  Heath,  Prudential  Committee. 
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District  No.  5. 

This  district  has  had  two  terms,  of  8  and  6  weeks  respective- 
ly, both  taught  by  Katie  L.  Robie.  The  fact  that  there  were 
but  3  scholars,  as  in  District  No.  4.  rendered  it  impossible  to 
get  up  and  maintain  that  degree  of  interest  in  the  school  that 
ought  to  esist.  The  teacher  applied  herself  well  to  the  instruc- 
tion of  those  under  her  charge. 

The  average  amount  expended  for  each  scholar  lor  the  year, 
$8.50,  shows  that  some  other  plan  ought  to  be  adopted  if  pos- 
sible ;  yet  this  district  is  so  tar  removed  from  any  otliLT,  we  do 
not  see  how  the  evil  can  be  easily  remedied.  Augustus  Ferrin, 
Prudential  Committee. 

District  No.  6. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Mary  E.  Tilton,  and  con- 
tinued only  five  weeks.  The  teacher  says  :  "the  pupils  of  this 
school,  generally  speaking,  were  studious,  consequently  the  ad- 
vancement good, — all  that  could  be  expected  considering  the 
shortness  of  the  term  and  the  interruption  caused  by  the 
measles  which  of  course  impaired  the  utility  of  the  school." 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Flora  J.  Wells.  The  ap- 
pearance of  the  school,  both  at  its  commencement  and  close 
was  good,  the  scholars  being  industrious  and  quiet. 

During  the  second  term  a  little  trouble  was  occasioned  by  one 
of  the  parents  forbidding  a  scholar  to  declaim  when  the  teacher 
had  required  it.  The  teacher  was  sustained  in  what  the  Com- 
mittee considered  a  reasonable  request,  and  the  boy  left  school. 
We  were  sorry  that  any  one  should  be  deprived  of  school 
advantages  ;  but  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  maintain  discipline 
in  a  school,  that  all  reasonable  rules  of  the  teacher  or  Committee 
should  be  observed.     The  second  term  continued  11  weeks. 

Whole  number  of  scholars  first  term,  1G  ;  second,  17.  Otis 
Sanborn,  Prudential  Committee. 

District  No.  7. 

This  District  has  had  one  term  of  school  this  year,  continuing 
6  weeks.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  6  ;  3  girls,  3  boys.  Taught 
by  Flora  J.  Wells.     The   order  of  the  school   was*good,  and 
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the  progress  of  the  scholars  all  that  could  be  expected,  con- 
sidering the  opportunities  that  they  have  enjoyed.  Henry 
I  Ionian,  Prudential  Committee. 

District   No.  8. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Mauy  E.  Batchelder,  who 
had  taught  two  terms  before  in  this  district  giving  entire  satis- 
faction. The  term  was  only  four  weeks  long  and  was  visited 
but  once  by  the  Committee.  The  scholars  were  studious  and 
the  order  good. 

The  second  term,  of  twelve  weeks,  was  taught  by  Mahala 
Batchelder,  of  Sanbornton.  This  was  her  .first  term  in  this 
town.  The  discipline  that  the  school  had  previously  main- 
tained was  continued  and  reflected  much  credit  on  this  as  well 
as  former  teachers.  We  observe  that  quite  a  number  of 
scholars  left  school  before  the  close  of  the  term,  and  wish  to 
urge  upon  parents  a  change  in  this -1  respect.  It  is  impossible 
for  scholars  to  learn  what  they  ought  in  the  few  weeks  of 
school  that  we  have,  unless  they  can  be  present  all  the  time  ; 
and  manual  labor  at  home,  or  play  in  the  streets,  ought  not  to 
be  allowed  to  keep  them  out  of  school.  Register  very  well 
kept.  Whole  number  of  scholars  first  term,  17;  second,  28. 
R.  B.  Rollins,  Prudential  Committee. 

District  No.  9. 
This  district  has  had  two  terms,  of  eight  and  fourteen  weeks 
respectively,  both  taught  by  Jennie  S.  Emmons.  In  the 
examination  at  the  close  of  the  second  term  the  scholars 
showed  great  proficiency  in  the  branches  pursued.  They  were 
Ojiiite  thorough  and  had  accomplished  a  large  amount  of  work. 
The  order  of  the  school  was  very  good,  as  indeed  it  must  have 
been,  or  the  scholars  could  not  have  done  so  well.  During  the 
first  term  there  were  only  9  instances  of  tardiness.  In  the 
second,  52.  Parents  as  well  as  teachers  should  guard  against 
this  evil.  Whole  number  first  term,  11  ;  second,  18.  Calvin 
Mudgett,  Prudential  Committee. 


GRADED  SCHOOL. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  scholars  in  the  Spring  and 
Fall  terms,  the  Committee  were  obliged,  under  the  instructions 
of  the  district,  to  divide  the  primary  school  into  two  parts. 
The  second  primary  was  kept  in  the  building  formerly  used  by 
the  Congregationalist  Society  fur  a  vestry,  it  having  been  hired 
for  that  purpose.  During  the  winter  term,  however,  the  num- 
ber of  small  scholars  not  being  so  large,  we  have  had  but  four 
schools. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  Committee  were  some- 
what embarrassed  as  to  what  course  to  pursue  in  our  high  school. 
The  course  of  study  laid  down  was  suited  only  to  advanced 
scholars;  and  the  number  who  would  be  able  to  pursue  it, 
comparatively  few,  and  we  should  either  be  obliged  to  some- 
what lower  the  grade  or  be  content  to  have  a  small  high  school, 
with  the  lower  departments  crowded  to  excess.  This  is  evident 
from  an  inspection  of  the  registers  during  the  first  term.  This 
matter  was  arranged  by  us  so  as  to  give  the  greatest  number 
the  greatest  advantage.  At  least,  that  was  the  design  of  the 
Committee  in  their  classification  of  the  scholars.  How  far  we 
succeeded  we  leave  others  to  judge.  Our  schools  have  all  of  them 
been  well  filled  throughout  theyear  ;  although  sickness,  during  the 
first  and  third  terms,  occasioned  a  great  deal  of  irregularity,  and 
hindered  the  teachers  in  their  work.  The  same  teachers  have 
been  employed  throughout  the  3'ear  and  we  think  the  advan- 
tage of  this  arrangement  is  obvious  in  the  advancement  of  the 
scholars. 

Primary  Department. 
The  First  Division  of  this   department,  during  the  first  two 
terms,  was  under  the  charge  of  KateF.  George.     The  Second 
Dlvison,  in  the  vestry,  was  taught  by  Emma  Crawford.     Dur- 
ing the  third  term,  IMiss  George  had  charge  of  them  both,  Mis3 
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Crawford  acting,  (luring-  part  of  the  term,  as  assistant.  The 
attendance,  considering  the  age  of  the  scholars  and  the  unusual 
amount  of  sickness.  was  as  good  as  we  could  expect.  Whole 
attendance  in  first  division,  spring  term,  42  ;  fall  term,  4.') ; 
winter  term,  57;  Second  Division,  first  term,  33;  second 
term,  30. 

The  first  term  commenced  April  28  and  continued  10  weeks  ; 
the  second,  Sept.  1,11  weeks  ;  the  third,  Dee.  7,  12  weeks  ;  hut 
not  completed  at  the  making  out  of  this  report.  Both  teachers 
succeeded  well  in  their  work,  and  the  promptness  with  which 
the  little  ones  answered,  showed  that  they  had  been  well  drilled 
in  the  fundamentals  of  their  education.  Many  in  Miss  George's 
first  class  could  read  quite  well. 

Intermediate  School. 

This  school,  under  the  charge  of  Eva  F.  Burnham  who  has 
successfull}"  taught  it  for  two  years,  has  had  the  same  number 
of  terms,  continuing  the  same  number  of  weeks  as  the  Prima- 
ry Department.  Whole  attendance,  first  term,  35  ;  second,  43  : 
third,  45.  The  spring  term  was  very  badly  broken  up  by 
sickness,  no  less  than  15  being  absent  the  last  week.  During 
fall  term,  there  were  6  who  were  neither  tardy,  absent  nor 
dismissed  ;  and  3  who  have  not  more  than  2  marks  against  their 
names.  The  record  of  a  few,  however,  in  this  respect  is  bad. 
showing  that  a  small  number  of  negligent  scholars  can  do 
much  to  injure  the  average  attendance  of  the  school. 
Grammar  School. 

Nancy  A.  DurCxIN,  teacher.  The  first  two  terms  commenced 
at  the  same  time,  and  continued  the  same  number  of  weeks  as 
the  Primary  and  Intermediate  Departments.  The  winter  or 
third  term  continued  only  10  weeks,  closing  on  account  of  the 
sickness  of  the  teacher.  Whole  number  in  attendance,  first 
term,  37;  average,  31;  second  term,  37  average,  29;  third 
term,  47  ;  average,  39.  7  girls  not  absent  half  a  day,  during 
the  third  term.  3  boys  absent  only  ^  day.  Owing  to  the  sick- 
ness of  Miss  Durgin,  the  committee  did  not  have  an  opportun- 
ity to  visit  the  school,  at  the  close  of  the  third  term,  and  we 
are  not  able  to  report  as  definitely  in  regard  to  progress  made 
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as  they  would  like,  yet  judging  from  what  we  know  was  done 
in  the  two  preceding  terms,  we  have  no  doubt  that  it  was  very 
good  in  the  third.  This  school  contains  some  disorderly  ele- 
ments which  are  a  decided  injury,  not  so  much  on  account  of 
what  they  do,  as  the  influence  they  exert  on  the  whole  school. 
The  period  of  life  at  which  most  of  the  scholars  are  in  this 
department,  might  properly  be  called  the  "noisy  period  ;"  and 
the  boys  of  Bristol  are  no  exception  to  the  rule. 

High  School. 

Mary  F.  French,  Teacher.  The  first  term  commenced  May 
5,  1873  ;  one  week  later  than  the  others,  on  account  of  the  in- 
ability of  the  prudential  committee  to  procure  a  teacher  in  season  . 
The  school  closed  with  the  rest,  continuing  but  nine  weeks. 
The  second  and  third  terms,  the  same  as  the  primary  and 
Intermediate  Departments.  Whole  number  in  attendance,  first 
term,  32  ;  average,  25.  Second  term,  37  ;  average,  31.  Win- 
ter term,  42 ;  estimated  average,  34.  During  the  second 
term  4  were  neither  tardy  nor  absent ;  beside  these,  there  were 
7  girls  and  2  boys  who  were  not  marked  tardy. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  good  progress 
in  this  department.  The  scholars  have  been  very  studious,  and 
the  faithful  labors  of  the  teacher  well  rewarded  in  their  advance- 
ment. Three  have  been  through'  and  reviewed,  Greenleaf's 
Elementary  Algebra;  and  a  class  of  14  beginners  have  gone 
nearly  half  way  through.  Classes  have  been  formed  in  Physical 
Geography,  Book-keeping  and  Latin,  in  addition  to  those  usually 
taught  in  common  schools. 

In  conclusion,  we  will  say  that  we  think  the  progress  of  the 
schools  in  this  district  is  sure  while  under  its  present,  efficient 
board  of  instructors.
